US: Putin agrees to work with 
Obama on Syria 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - Russ¬ 
ian President Vladimir Putin 
agreed yesterday in a phone 
call with President Barack 
Obama to work with the 
United States to find a solution 
to the crisis in Syria, the White 
House said. 

But the Kremlin stressed 
that "differences" remain 
ahead of a UN Security Coun¬ 
cil vote in which Russia is ex¬ 
pected to veto a Western- 
drafted resolution calling for 
sanctions against Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad. 

Putin and Obama spoke 
after a bomb attack yesterday 
killed at least three members of 
Assad’s inner circle, upping the 
stakes of today's vote as pre¬ 
dictions rained in that Syria 
was spinning out of control 
into chaos. 

"The two presidents noted 
the growing violence in Syria 
and agreed on the need to sup¬ 
port a political transition as 
soon as possible that achieves 


our shared goal of ending the 
violence and avoiding a further 
deterioration of the situation," 
the White House said. 

"They noted the differences 
our governments have had on 
Syria, but agreed to have their 
teams continue to work toward 
a solution." 

Russia has proposed its 
own draft UN resolution that 


does not provide for punitive 
measures against its Soviet-era 
ally Damascus while extend¬ 
ing a current UN monitoring 
mission there by another three 
months. 

Western powers have re¬ 
fused to back Russia's initial 
proposal or an amended ver¬ 
sion submitted by Moscow at 
the United Nations on Tuesday.

Franse Pas reconstructed and 
re-opened to traffi c! 



One of the 80 projects being 
undertaken simultaneously 
was the reconstruction of the 
lengthy Franse Pas road. The 
renovation of this road had 
two purposes. One is for it to 
be used as an alternative to 
the crossroad in front of the 
airport when this is closed for 
the construction of a spiral 
rotunda. Secondly, to create a 
better flow of rain water out 
to the sea after a heavy rain 
fall, which would minimize 
the effect on traffic. 

The renovation of the 
Franse Pas road entailed dig¬ 
ging into the road to give it a 
new foundation and at the 
same time to create at both 
sides, a special area to insert 
wide tubes for the water com¬ 
ing from streams to be di¬ 
verted to the sea after heavy 
rain falls. 

The government has a 
major project in the works 
called the Green Corridor 
which is designed to improve 
all the connecting points be¬ 
tween the different sections 
on the island, particularly be¬ 
tween the eastern and west¬ 
ern sections of the island. In 


this context work is being 
done to construct a spiral ro¬ 
tunda where the traffic lights 
are in front of the airport. 
This rotunda will be con¬ 
nected to highway 3 which 
will connect traffic through to 
the hotels. The work on this 
rotunda is expected to be 
completed within more or 
less 6 months. 

To afford motorists more 
options to get to their destina¬ 
tions, it was decided to repair 
the Franse Pas road, in addi¬ 
tion to the sections opened in 
front of above the airport to 


help motorists to get to town 
and to the hotels. 

As of yesterday motorists 
traveling from San Nicolas 
and heading to San Nicolas, 
can use the Franse Pas road. 
And, with the changes 
planned for next week they 
can use the Barcadera road, 
pass in front the airport and 
Fire Station to reach Playa, or 
they can use the Sero Theisji 
highway down to the cross¬ 
ing of Wayaca then to 
Avenida Watty Vos to get to 
Playa.

According to Dowers, the in¬ 
crease in the number of stu¬ 
dents choosing to study in the 
region is also a positive de¬ 
velopment, because studying 
in the region is less challeng¬ 
ing compared to the adjust¬ 
ments required when stu¬ 
dying further away from 
home. The challenges our stu¬ 
dents face when they go to 
Holland is not only the vast 
distance from home, but also 
the language becomes a prob¬ 
lem and adjusting to the cold 
climate and the culture, play an 
important role in the student’s 
success or failure. 

The Minister is of the opi¬ 
nion that the introduction of 
the so-called “stimulerings- 
beurs” (stimulus scholarship) 
of Afls.2500 for each student 
beginning studies in the re¬ 
gion, has also played a role in 
the increase of students choos¬ 
ing to study in the region. The 
Afls.2500 is money that the 
student receives once and 
which he does not have to 
repay. This amount is received 
at the outset of the study and 
serves as a tremendous help in 
covering those initial costs of 



the study program. 

Dowers encouraged our stu¬ 
dents to use their study time as 
efficiently as possible since the 
monies spent on their educa¬ 
tion will have to be paid back 
at the end of the studies. The 
more efficient you are, is the 
more conscientious you will be 
about your studies...and your 
results will also be positive 
with less expense to pay back, 
according to Minister Dowers.

Deadly bomb strikes at core 
of Syria regime 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - A bomb 
struck at the heart of Syria’s 
senior command yesterday, 
killing at least three of Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad's top 
brass in an attack claimed by 
rebels who warned of more 
carnage to come. 

The attack, which an offi¬ 
cial blamed on a bodyguard 
attending a meeting of security 
chiefs at their Damascus head¬ 
quarters, prompted the White 
House to say Assad was ’’los¬ 
ing control" of his country. 

The explosion, which tar¬ 
geted Assad’s inner core for 
the first time in a 16-month 
uprising, came ahead of a 
showdown between the West 
and Russia and China over a 
draft UN resolution calling for 
sanctions. 

That vote appeared to have 
been delayed by a day until 
today. 

The bombing killed De¬ 
fence Minister General Daoud 
Rajha, Assad’s brother-in-law 
Assef Shawkat and General 
Hassan Turkmani, head of the 
regime’s crisis cell on the upris¬ 
ing, state media said. 

Among those wounded 
were Interior Minister Mo¬ 
hammed al-Shaar and General 
Hisham Ikhtiyar, head of Na¬ 
tional Security, the television 
said. 

Conflicting accounts have 
emerged of who carried out 
the attack and how. 


It was claimed by the rebel 
Free Syrian Army as its fight¬ 
ers battled Assad loyalists 
across Damascus for a fourth 
straight day, although another 
group, the Brigade of Islam, 
also said it was responsible. 

The FSA command "an¬ 
nounces the good news of the 
outstanding operation this 
morning that targeted the Na¬ 
tional Security headquarters 
and the killing" of the officials 
"responsible for barbaric mas¬ 
sacres," it said. 

The rebels said the attack, 
part of "Operation Damascus 
Volcano" launched on Mon¬ 
day, "is the first in a series... 
aimed at bringing down Assad 
and the pillars and symbols of 
the regime, whether civilian or 
military."

State media initially said it 
was a "suicide bombing" be¬ 
fore apparently retracting and 
calling it a "terrorist attack." 

A Syrian security official 
told AFP the bombing was 
carried out by a bodyguard of 
one of the ministers or security 
chiefs at the meeting. The at¬ 
tacker had been wearing an 
explosives belt. 

Another official said the 
blast was caused by a brief 
case packed with explosives 
that a bodyguard left in the 
meeting room and detonated 
from afar via remote control.

US deepens Assad woes with wave of sanctions 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States moved to freeze 
the assets of dozens of Syrian 
ministers yesterday, piling 
pressure on the regime as it 
reeled from a bomb attack that 
took out three core security of¬ 
ficials. 

The White House insisted 
President Bashar al-Assad was 
"losing control" of power, as 
Washington marshaled its 
diplomatic and economic 
forces to push the regime to¬ 
ward its tipping point. 

The Treasury Department 


move freezes any assets of 29 
members of the regime’s upper 
echelon — including the minis¬ 
ters of finance, economy and 
justice, and the central bank 
governor — and bans US busi¬ 
ness ties with them. 

While the US had already 
introduced sanctions against 
around 100 people or entities 
linked to the regime, the move 
represented a significant step¬ 
ping up of pressure on Assad’s 
inner circle. 

Among the other ministers 
included in yesterday’s actions 


were those responsible for 
agriculture, housing, health, 
education, environment, cul¬ 
ture and oil. 

Many were appointed less 
than a month ago when Assad 
announced a new cabinet in 
the wake of controversial par¬ 
liamentary elections that were 
boycotted by the opposition.

US drought worst in 25 years, food 
prices to rise 


BUDAPEST (AFP) - Hunga¬ 
rian authorities yesterday de¬ 
tained, grilled and put under 
house arrest a 97-year-old who 
tops the Simon Wiesenthal 
Center's dwindling wanted-list 
of suspected Nazi war crimi¬ 
nals. 

Laszlo Csatary, accused by 
the Wiesenthal Center of or¬ 
ganising the World War II de¬ 
portation to their deaths of 
some 16,000 Jews from the 
ghetto of Kosice in present-day 
Slovakia, however protested 
his innocence. 

Sprightly for his age the 
former senior police officer 
said nothing as he was 
whisked away in a car by two 
friends or relatives. This fol¬ 
lowed his early-morning arrest 
in the Hungarian capital Bu¬ 
dapest and several hours of 
questioning by an investigating 
magistrate at a military prose¬ 
cution office. 

"The suspect is in good 
physical and mental health. He 
is being cooperative. He was 
surprised (about being ar¬ 


rested) but he expected to be 
questioned," state prosecutor 
Tibor Ibolya said. 

Csatary, full name Laszlo 
Csizsik-Csatary, helped run the 
Jewish ghetto in Kosice, a 
town now in Slovakia that was 
visited in April 1944 by Adolf 
Eichmann, a key figure in the 
Nazis' Final Solution, the 
Wiesenthal Center says. 

While there between 1941 
and 1944, Csatary beat and 
brutalized Jews and sent 
16,000 to their deaths in the 
Ukraine and to the gas cham¬ 
bers at the Auschwitz extermi¬ 
nation camp, it says. 

In 1948, a Czechoslovakian 
court condemned Csatary to 
death in absentia but he made 
it to Canada where he lived 
and worked as an art dealer be¬ 
fore being stripped of his citi¬ 
zenship there in the 1990s. 

He ended up in Budapest 
where he has lived freely ever 
since, until the Wiesenthal 
Center alerted Hungarian au¬ 
thorities last year. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
drought scouring the farming 
heartlands of the United States 
is the worst for 25 years, Agri¬ 
culture Secretary Tom Vilsack 
said yesterday, after briefing 
President Barack Obama. 

The United States is the 
world's biggest producer of 
corn and soybeans, and the 
warning came as prices surged 
and some farmers warned they 
may be forced to harvest crops 
early to sell the stalks off 
cheaply as animal feed. 

"I get on my knees every 
day and I'm saying an extra 
prayer now. If I had a rain 
prayer or a rain dance I could 
do, I would do it," Vilsack told 
reporters revealing that 78 per¬ 
cent of US corn and soybean 
crops had been hit. 

"This will result in signifi¬ 
cant increases in prices for 
com. We've seen a 38 percent 
increase since June 1 in the 
price of a bushel of com — it's 
now $7.88. A bushel of beans 
has risen 24 percent," he said. 

Vilsack said the intensity of 
the drought was not as great as 
that in 1988 — which cost the 
US economy tens of billions of 
dollars — but 61 percent of the 
country is affected, a much 
larger area than 25 years ago. 

"Part of the problem we're 
facing is that weather condi¬ 
tions were so good at the be¬ 
ginning of the season that 
farmers got in the field early," 
he warned. 

"As a result, this drought 
comes at a very difficult and 
painful time in terms of their 
ability to have their crops have 
good yields." 

The secretary said the gov¬ 
ernment had increased the 
number of territories desig¬ 
nated as drought disaster 
zones, bringing the total to 
1,297 counties in 29 states, 
where farmers will be eligible 
for assistance. 

Vilsack said Obama had or¬ 
dered that the interest rates on 


emergency loans for farmers 
be reduced and that emergency 
areas be opened up for live¬ 
stock grazing and hay produc¬ 
tion as feed costs rise. 

But he said consumer food 
prices should not rise immedi¬ 
ately, since the costs from the 
farm door are a small propor¬ 
tion of a final supermarket bill, 
and in any case it will take a 
while for the crisis to reach 
store shelves. "There is some 
degree of uncertainty about all 
of this," he said. 

"Technology has allowed us 
to have more drought-resistant 
crops. The spotty nature of 
drought, the spotty nature of 
rains can sometimes result in 
better yields than anticipated. 
We're just going to have to 
see." 

The World Bank has said it 
is watching how the drought 
impacts global food supplies, 
after sharp surges in food 
prices in 2008 and 2010 dealt 
harsh blows to poor, food-im¬ 
porting nations. 

"While it's too early to be 
overly concerned, the Bank is 


monitoring the situation closely 
for potential impacts on our 
clients," said Marc Sadler, team 
leader for the World Bank's 
Agricultural Finance and Risk 
Management Unit. "Global 
stocks in most of the tradable 
grains are lower now than they 
have been historically... we 
don't have as much in the larder 
as we used to." 

Since June, temperatures 
have topped 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit (38 Celsius) for 
days in a row in many parts of 
the central United States, with 
the central plains running three 
to four degrees Fahrenheit 
above normal this month. 

Mark Svoboda of the Na¬ 
tional Drought Mitigation 
Center in Lincoln, Nebraska 
said the drought was as tough 
as the worst in the 1930s and 
1950s. 

The timing has been partic¬ 
ularly devastating, coming just 
at the peak of the growing sea¬ 
son with the epicenter the cen¬ 
tral US farm belt east of the 
Rocky Mountains all the way 
to the Atlantic coast.

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Physical inactivity kills 5 million 
a year: report 


(AFP) - A third of the world's 
adults are physically inactive, 
and the couch potato lifestyle 
kills about five million peo¬ 
ple every year, experts said in 
the medical journal The 
Lancet. 

"Roughly three of every 10 
individuals aged 15 years or 
older — about 1.5 billion peo¬ 
ple — do not reach present

Discrimination fuels rise of HIV in 
Philippines 



MANILA (AFP) - Discrimi¬ 
nation against homosexuals 
and people infected with HIV 
is contributing to the rapid 
rise of the incurable disease 
in the Philippines, officials 
and health activists. 

Despite the country's toler¬ 
ant image, people with HIV 
are being ostracised by their 
communities and even by 
doctors, the officials said at a 
forum on the rights of in¬ 
fected people. 

Among the forms of dis¬ 
crimination are people being 
tested without their knowl¬ 
edge, test results being leaked 
and infected people being de¬ 
tained, quarantined and even 
forced to leave their homes. 

"AIDS is the modern day 


leprosy," said Edu Razon, 
head of Pinoy Plus, an asso¬ 
ciation of people infected 
with HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

As a result, many people 
hide the fact that they are in¬ 
fected or even avoid testing 
outright, making it harder to 
prevent the spread of the dis¬ 
ease. 

The number of HIV/AIDS 
cases detected in the Philip¬ 
pines, which has a population 
of 94 million people, is still 
relatively small with only 
9,669 cases recorded since 
1984, health department fig¬ 
ures show. 

But the Philippines is one 
of only seven countries listed 
by UNAIDS (the Joint 


dations," they said in a report 
that described the problem as 
a "pandemic." 

The picture for adoles¬ 
cents is even more worrying, 
with four out of five 13- to 
15-year-olds not moving 
enough, it said. 

Physical inactivity was de¬ 
scribed for the study as fail¬ 
ing to do 30 minutes of 
moderate physical activity 
five times a week, 20 minutes 
of vigorous activity three 
times a week, or a combina¬ 
tion of the two. 

Inactivity increases with 
age, is higher in women than 
in men, and more prevalent in 
high-income countries, the 
researchers found. 

A second study, comparing 
physical activity levels with 
population statistics on dis¬ 
eases like diabetes, heart 
problems and cancer, said 
lack of exercise claimed 
more than 5.3 million of the 
57 million deaths worldwide 
in 2008. 

It said inactivity was a risk 
factor comparable to smok¬ 
ing or obesity. 


Lack of exercise causes an 
estimated six percent of coro¬ 
nary heart disease cases, 
seven percent of type 2 dia¬ 
betes (the most common 
form) and 10 percent of 
breast and colon cancers, it 
said. 

Reducing inactivity by 10 
percent could eliminate more 
than half a million deaths 
every year, the report said, 
adding that the estimates 
were conservative. 

The human body needs ex¬ 
ercise to help the bones, mus¬ 
cles, heart and other organs 
function optimally, but popu¬ 
lations are walking, running 
and cycling less and less as 
they spend more time in cars 
and in front of computers, the 
investigators said. 

The Lancet series called 
for global efforts to promote 
physical exercise by improv¬ 
ing pedestrian and cyclist 
safety on city roads, for ex¬ 
ample, more physical educa¬ 
tion at school or promoting 
access to free public exercise 
spaces.

Susan Gregorio, executive 
director of the government's 
AIDS council, said there 
were an estimated 27,840 
cases of HIV/AIDS in the

Infection rates are rising 
particularly among homosex¬ 
ual men and are spreading 
outside of the highly-ur¬ 
banised areas where the virus 
used to be concentrated, she 
warned.

"Society embraces homo¬ 
sexuals as long as we make 
you laugh (and) as long as we 
don't demand special rights," 
said Jonas Bagas, executive 
director of TLF-Share, a gay 
rights group. 

He told the forum that po¬ 
lice in Manila routinely 
raided establishments fre¬ 
quented by gay men so they 
could extort money from 
them. 
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(AFP) - US regulators approved the second new anti-obe¬ 
sity drug in 13 years, Qsymia, for use with exercise and 
a good diet in people who are obese or overweight with 
certain medical problems. Some analysts have touted 
Qsymia as the next "blockbuster", akin to the best-sell¬ 
ing cholesterol drug Lipitor, with the US market desper¬ 
ate for new treatments for the two-thirds of the 
population that is overweight or obese. But critics fear it 
carries side effects that could be dangerous, like speed¬ 
ing up heart rates and causing birth defects. If the pa¬ 
tient does not achieve a loss of five percent of body 
weight by week 12 on the higher dose, then treatment 
should be discontinued, the FDA said. 
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WikiLeaks 'back open 
for donations' after 
banking blockade 



(AFP) - Whistleblowing web¬ 
site WikiLeaks announced 
that it had found a way to get 
around the banking blockade 
that has dramatically cut its 
donations over the last 18 
months. 

It aims to use Carte Bleue, a 
French affiliate of Visa, to beat 
the blockade and raise a mil¬ 
lion euros ($1.2 million), 
which it says it needs immedi¬ 
ately if the website set up by 
Julian Assange is to continue 
operating. 

"WikiLeaks advises all 
global supporters to make use 
of this avenue immediately be¬ 
fore VISA/MasterCard at¬ 
tempts to shut it down." 

Visa and MasterCard 
banned payments to Wik¬ 
iLeaks in December 2010 
along with other money trans¬ 
fer companies including Pay¬ 
Pal and Western Union, 


forcing the website to drasti¬ 
cally scale back its publica¬ 
tion of secret documents. 

The blockade was intro¬ 
duced when WikiLeaks began 
publishing 250,000 secret US 
diplomatic cables, embarrass¬ 
ing Washington and govern¬ 
ments around the world. The 
website said it had cut off 
more than 95 percent of its 
donations. 

WikiLeaks claims the 
blockade has cost it more than 
$20 million (16 million euros) 
and left it covering just 21 per¬ 
cent of its operating costs for 
2011. 

The announcement comes 
after an Icelandic court ruled 
last week that Valitor, the com¬ 
pany formerly known as Visa 
Iceland that handles Visa and 
MasterCard payments in the 
country, must allow payments 
to WikiLeaks. 

The Australian ex-computer 
hacker said in a statement: 
"We beat them in Iceland and, 
by God, we'll beat them in 
France as well. 

"Let them shut it down. Let 
them demonstrate to the world 
once again their corrupt pan¬ 
dering to Washington. We're 
waiting. Our lawyers are wait¬ 
ing." 



Four rare Przewalski's wild horses were send to the Mon¬ 
golian steppe from Prague last week as part of a project 
to reintroduce the critically endangered species to its an¬ 
cient homeland. Prague zoo runs a breeding programme 
and is charged with keeping the world genealogy book 
for the equines which have survived only in captivity 
since the last wild horse was seen in Mongolia in 1969. 
The four mares, aged three to five, has been flown 18 
hours in wooden boxes to Bulgan, about 200 kilometres 
(125 miles) northwest of the Mongolian capital Ulan 
Bator. From Bulgan, the horses will be taken by road to 
the Gobi B national protected park, where the population 
of the horses shrank to 49 from 150 during the severe 
winter of 2009-2010. Characterised by thick necks, large 
heads and stocky girths, Przewalski's horses weigh be¬ 
tween 250-350 kilograms (550-770 pounds) and stand 
about 1.2-1.3 metres (3.9-4.3 feet) tall at the withers. In 
the 20th century, hunting brought Przewalski's horses to 
the verge of extinction. 



Tropical butterfly discovered in Quebec 
a sign of warming 



(AFP) - Caterpillars belonging 
to a species of butterfly previ¬ 
ously unknown as far north as 
Canada have been discovered 
in Montreal, in a sign that this 
country's cool climate is 
warming, researchers said. 

The city's botanical garden 
and insectarium said the giant 
swallowtail butterflies (Papilio 
cresphontes Cramer) were re¬ 
cently found for the first time 
on a prickly ash plant there. 

"The butterfly's arrival in 
Montreal is a very clear exam¬ 
ple of the impact of climate 
change," said a statement. 

"In recent decades, milder 
temperatures in Nordic zones 
have enabled it to survive the 
winter and colonize new habi¬ 
tats. Giant swallowtails have 
gradually moved into Quebec, 
and the first native chrysalises 
are about to undergo metamor¬ 
phosis at the botanical garden 
any day now!" 


Giant swallowtails nor¬ 
mally live in Central and South 
America. Starting in the late 
1990s, they began showing up 
in North America as far north 
as the southern tip of Canada. 

While other butterfly 
species are also edging north¬ 
ward at a rate of 16 kilometers 
(10 miles) per decade, the 
giant swallowtail is moving 


into new habitats at a rate 15 
times faster than average. 

Its range now extends a full 
400 kilometers (248.5 miles) 
into areas previously too in¬ 
hospitable to support a viable 
population. 

With a wingspan of up to 15 
cm, or the size of a dinner 
plate, it is the largest butterfly 
in North America.

IMF: Eurozone in danger, ECB 
should ride to the rescue

BRUSSELS (AFP) - The euro¬ 
zone is in "critical" danger but 
can restore credibility with 
speedy moves towards a bank¬ 
ing union, some form of pooled 
debt and if the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank pumps in more cash, 
the IMF said yesterday. 

The European Central Bank 
should use more of its special 
measures to buy government 
debt and fund banks, the IMF 
said, all steps that EU paymas¬ 
ter Germany sees as major ini¬ 
tiatives only possible in return 
for a much tighter political and 
fiscal union. 

In a hard-hitting review of 
policies for the euro area, the 
IMF warned: "The euro area 
crisis has reached a new and 
critical stage. 

"Despite major policy ac¬ 
tions, financial markets in parts 
of the region remain under 
acute stress, raising questions 
about the viability of the mon¬ 
etary union itself." 

A worsening of the crisis 
would have a big impact on 


neighbouring European coun¬ 
tries "and the rest of the world." 

It warned: "A determined 
move toward a more complete 
union is needed now." 

On growth, the International 
Monetary Fund said the "stark" 
truth was that eurozone coun¬ 
tries had lagged the best per¬ 
formers for 50 years. 

The euro is slightly over¬ 
valued by zero to 5.0 percent, 
the IMF estimated, but some 
countries in crisis needed a 
much bigger adjustment, of 
5.0-10 percent for Italy and 10- 
15 percent for Spain. 

Determined programs for 
structural reforms to raise com¬ 
petitiveness were vital, the IMF 
said, warning also of a risk of 
deflation and suggesting that 
strong countries in northern 
Europe could allow wages and 
inflation to rise. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel yesterday defended 
Germany’s attitude towards 
getting out of the crisis, adding 
that though she was optimistic, 


she could not be certain that the 
"European project" would 
work. She stressed that Ger¬ 
mans largely shared the "fun¬ 
damental principles," namely 
"no solidarity without corre¬ 
sponding effort and no guaran¬ 
tees without control." 

The view of the IMF is par¬ 
ticularly significant because the 
fund is committed with the EU 
to direct bailouts for Greece, 
Ireland and Portugal, in defining 
the conditions and auditing the 
progress of rescue programs. 

The IMF stressed that the 
key to growth was further ac¬ 
tion to put over-strained public 
finances on a sound basis, cou¬ 
pled with longer-term reforms 
to increase efficiency. 

"The first priority is a bank¬ 
ing union for the euro area," the 
IMF said, which could com¬ 
bine a pan-European scheme to 
guarantee bank deposits and 
common bank supervision. 

The IMF said "welcome" 
progress was made in this di¬ 
rection at an EU summit in late 
June but that reform efforts 
must be urgently sped up. 

Moreover, any banking 
union had to be backed by fiscal 
integration and "more risk shar¬ 
ing" to prevent a shock in one 
country from imperilling the en¬ 
tire eurozone, the IMF said. 

The "introduction of a lim¬ 
ited form of common debt" 
could be a half-way step to¬ 
wards "fiscal integration and 
risk sharing," it said in refer¬ 
ence to some form of common 
bonds for the eurozone. 
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WASHINGTON - Capital One 
Financial will pay $210 mil¬ 
lion to resolve charges from 
U.S. consumer and banking 
regulators that its vendors mis¬ 
led consumers into paying for 
extra credit card products. 

The Consumer Financial 
Protection Bureau (CFPB), in 
its first public enforcement ac¬ 
tion, said it is requiring the 
bank to pay a $25 million 
penalty. Capital One will also 
pay the Office of the Comp¬ 
troller of the Currency an addi¬ 
tional $35 million penalty, and 
reimburse affected customers 
$150 million. 

"We are putting companies 
on notice that these deceptive 
practices are against the law 
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and will not be tolerated," said 
CFPB Director Richard Cor- 
dray. 

The CFPB said its actions 
were based on an examination 
of Capital One Bank, which 
identified deceptive marketing 
tactics used by the bank's call 
center vendors to pressure or 
mislead consumers into paying 
for "add-on products" such as 
payment protection and credit 
monitoring when they acti¬ 
vated their credit cards. 

A Capital One official apo¬ 
logized to customers who were 
affected and said it is commit¬ 
ted to "making it right." 

"We are accountable for the 
actions that vendors take on 
our behalf," said Ryan Schnei¬ 
der, president of Capital One's 
card business. "These market¬ 
ing calls were inconsistent 
with the explicit instructions 
we provided to agents for how 
these products should be sold." 

The enforcement action 
comes just months after the 
U.S. Federal Reserve approved 
the bank's hotly debated acqui¬ 
sition of ING Groep NV's U.S. 
online banking unit. The ap¬ 
proval came in February after 
a series of hearings, where 
civic groups accused the bank 
of improper lending practices.

JOHANNESBURG(AFP) - 
South African Nobel peace 
laureate Archbishop 

Desmond Tutu on Wednesday 
said if Nelson Mandela knew 
how poorly the country's 
schools are performing, he 
would be reduced to tears. 

"If he knew what was hap¬ 
pening he would be crying... 
it's totally unacceptable," 
Tutu told a leadership summit 
in the central Free State 
province, held as Mandela 
turned 94 on Wednesday. 

Tutu decried the failure by 
education officials to deliver 
textbooks to some rural 
schools, noting that some 
children were still learning 
under trees because of a lack 
of classrooms, 18 years after 
Mandela became South 
Africa's first black president. 

Education officials were 
embroiled in a scandal over 
the lack of textbooks in the 
northern Limpopo province, 
which has seen the depart¬ 
ment hauled to court by ac¬ 
tivists. 

This week a report by a 
special government task team 
revealed that 22 percent of 
schools in the province were 
still without books, seven 
months into the academic 
year. 

Education is South Africa's 
single biggest budget item, 
but schools are hobbled by 
poor management and low 
standards.

Katy Perry accused of 'indecency' 
over Indian show 



(AFP) - An Indian court will 
hear accusations of indecency 
against US pop star Katy 
Perry and Bollywood legend 
Amitabh Bachchan over their 
dancing at a cricket event, 
media reported. 

Madras High Court, in 
southern India, ordered a hear¬ 
ing on the accusations on July 
31, although the pair will not 


be required to attend because 
they have not been formally 
charged. 

The court was acting on a 
"public interest" complaint 
filed by a lawyer which al¬ 
leged the opening show of 
the Indian Premier League 
(IPL) in April was "obscene 
and lascivious, appealing to 
prurient interest". 

Top Bollywood actress 
Priyanka Chopra and IPL 
chairman Rajeev Shukla 
were also cited in the com¬ 
plaint, the Press Trust of 
India news agency reported. 

Perry was among a host 
of celebrities who performed 
on stage in Chennai for the 
opening ceremony, held a 
day before the start of the 
fifth edition of the Twenty20 
tournament. 

The complainant, K. Je- 
bakumar, also claimed that the 
show had distracted students 
who were writing exams at the 
time and pursued legal action 
under the Indian Penal Code. 

The court will rule whether 
the complaint is justified, and 
if so, whether formal charges 
can be laid against the ac¬ 
cused. 


Singer Madonna is courting controversy again ahead of 
an August 1 gig in Warsaw, having already been threat¬ 
ened with legal action in France for projecting a 
swastika on an image of far-right party leader Marine Le 
Pen. A group of young Catholics has launched an on¬ 
line petition to have the concert cancelled as it coin¬ 
cides with the Polish capital's annual World War II 
commemoration of the 1944 Warsaw Uprising against 
the city's Nazi's occupiers. As of Tuesday, the petition 
had gathered 31,000 supporters for the "Material Girl's" 
concert to be called off out of respect for the estimated 
200,000 people who died in the doomed 63-day uprising 
by Polish partisans. The petishon also slams the 53- 
year-old Queen of Pop's on-stage antics as "attacking 
the Catholic faith... offending Jesus Christ by burning 
crosses and wearing a crown of thorns" as well as pro¬ 
moting homosexuality and pornography. A spokesper¬ 
son for tour promoter LiveNation, Anna Pietrzak, 
declined comment on the protest sales when contacted 
by AFP on Tuesday.

Tributes paid to 'incredible' 
Deep Purple rocker Lord 



LONDON (AFP) - A host of stars paid tribute Tuesday to 
musician Jon Lord, the co-founder of legendary British 
rock band Deep Purple who has died aged 71. The former 
keyboardist and co-author of the band's most famous hit, 
"Smoke on the Water," was surrounded by family when 
he passed away at a London clinic on Monday, after bat¬ 
tling with pancreatic cancer since last August. Lord, who 
also played for the band Whitesnake, co-founded Deep 
Purple in 1968 and wrote many of their best-known 
songs, before retiring from the group in 2002. Members 
of the heavy rock band were among a string of musicians 
who took to the microblogging site Twitter to pay their 
respects following news of Lord's death. A comment 
posted by the band said: "God bless you Mr Jon Lord. 
Hasta siempre (long live) maestro Jon Lord." As a child 
Lord, who was born in Leicester, central England, 
learned piano at home, taking classical music lessons 
before turning to jazz and rock'n'roll. After moving to 
London aged 19 to go to drama school he started playing 
piano in pubs and in 1964 joined cult blues band The Art- 
woods before touring with psychedelic pop group The 
Flowerpot Men. He went on to join Deep Purple in 1968 
and the group sold more than 100 million albums world¬ 
wide during its intermittent existence, including an eight- 
year hiatus between 1976 and 1984. In 1976 Lord joined 
bandmate Ian Paice in Paice Ashton Lord and also 
played with Whitesnake and a re-formed Deep Purple.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Oscar-winning actress Halle 
Berry was taken to hospital 
after suffering a minor head in¬ 
jury while shooting a fight 
scene in her latest film, her 
spokeswoman said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Berry hit her head on con¬ 
crete after a "nasty” fall Tues¬ 
day and then began to vomit — 
a sign of concussion — trigger¬ 
ing alarm from aides who ad¬ 
vised her to go to hospital, the 
celebrity news website TMZ 
reported. 

"Halle Berry suffered a 
minor head injury while shoot¬ 
ing a fight sequence on the set 
of her film, The Hive'," the 
star's spokeswoman said.

"She'll continue production 
as planned," the spokes¬ 
woman, Meredith O'Sullivan, 
told AFP. TMZ reported that 
the incident occurred late 
Tuesday, and that Berry was 
taken to Los Angeles' Cedars 
Sinai hospital. 

Known for the "X-Men" 
movies and her role as Jinx in 
the James Bond flick "Die An¬ 
other Day" (2002) with Pierce 
Brosnan, Berry won her Oscar 
for best actress in 2002 for her 
role in "Monster's Ball." 

The 45-year-old actress is 
engaged to French actor 
Olivier Martinez, who con¬ 
firmed their wedding plans in 
March. Berry has been married 
twice before and has a young 
daughter with Canadian model 
Gabriel Aubrey.

Their gesture was seen as 
a Black Power salute - and 
was watched by tens of mil¬ 
lions of people world-wide.

Olympics in Mexico City - 
would also become the first 
runner from the Masai tribe to 
win an Olympic gold medal.

Standing between the 
Kenyan and his Olympic des¬ 
tiny, however is a talented 18- 
year-old Ethiopian newcomer, 
Mohammed Aman. 

The reigning world indoor 
800m champion, Aman be¬ 
came the first athlete to beat 
Rudisha, handing the Kenyan 
his first defeat in two years at 
the end of last season in Milan, 
Italy. 


"Becoming the world 
record holder and winning the 
world title. All these I have 
achieved, now it's the Olympic 
title which I am aiming for. It 
is the dream of every athlete to 
win the Olympics,” Rudisha 
said. 

To keep himself in perfect 
shape, the long-striding track 
star has only raced in four 
races this season, in a well-tai¬ 
lored programme set by his 
management to suit his 
Olympic preparations. 

As part of those prepara¬ 
tions, Rudisha travelled to 
Australia in early March, and 
ran a slowish time of 1:44.33 
in the Melbourne Classic meet. 

But he stepped up a few 
gears following that, blasting 
to three world-leading times of 
the year in Doha, New York 
and Paris to prove his sharp¬ 
ness ahead of the Olympics. 

"He's certainly somebody 
that Kenya and everybody 
around the world will be keep¬ 
ing their eyes on. But he will 
also be under pressure because 
the Olympics are always very 
special,"said his coach Colm 


For Rudisha there is also the 
intriguing prospect of meeting 
the Jamaican sprint great 
Usain Bolt — a man he has 
drawn a lot of comparisons 
with in the past — in the 
4x400m relay. 

But whether he will run the 
relay and face Bolt depends on 
the Kenyan relay team reach¬ 
ing the Olympic final, and the 
national federation picking 
Rudisha to run the final leg in 
London. 

Rudisha will not compete in 
the semi-finals, where Kenya 
is one of the 16 qualified 
teams, as the relay semis will 
be clashing with the 800m, but 
he is already relishing racing 
Bolt, who broke the men's 
100m and 200m world records 
in Beijing four years ago.

Wiggins of Britain took another 
step towards securing his 
maiden Tour de France crown 
after a 16th stage won in stylish 
fashion by Frenchman Thomas 
Voeckler on Wednesday.

Defending champion Cadel 
Evans of BMC finished at 
11:56 behind Voeckler and 
nearly five minutes behind 
Wiggins' group after being 
dropped for good on the Col 
du Peyresourde. 

It later transpired that Evans 
had suffered stomach prob¬ 
lems two hours before the 
race. Now 8:06 behind Wig¬ 
gins, his title defence is now 
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virtually over. 

For Wiggins, it is one less 
rival to look out for on the 
final climbing stage today 
which finishes on the summit 
of Peyragudes. 

He warned: "The one thing 
I keep saying is that no one has 
it easy out there. We're all in 
the same boat and we all have 
to do the same course and 
today is another day." 

But with Nibali still third at 
2:23 and with a 3:23 lead on 
fourth-placed Belgian Jurgen 
Van den Broeck, it is now ef¬ 
fectively a three-man race to 
Paris.

Nurburgring circuit to 
enter administration 



Football: 2014 World Cup is 
"under control" - organizers

BERLIN (AFP) - Germany's 
iconic Formula One track, 
the Nurburgring, is 13 mil¬ 
lion euros (£10.2 million, $16 
million) in debt and is poised 
to enter administration, the 
circuit's majority shareholder 
disclosed Wednesday. 

The circuit's owners had 
been counting on financial 
aid from the European Union 
after extensive renovation 
work but were told by the EU 
last week that no decision on 
a bail-out would be made 
until at least July 30. 

That has left them with no 
option other than instructing 
the track's management 
board to start an insolvency 
process, Kurt Beck, head of 
the regional government 
which owns 90 percent of the 
venue, said. 

Since 2009 the Nurbur¬ 


gring has shared the German 
FI Grand Prix with Hocken- 
heim, hosts of this Sunday's 
race. 

Meanwhile Nurburgring 
Automotive, the company 
that manages the circuit, says 
it has reached a deal with FI 
boss Bernie Ecclestone to 
continue staging races on al¬ 
ternate years with its sister 
track at Hockenheim. 

The company confirmed 
in a statement: "Nurburgring 
Automotive directors Joerg 
Lindner and Kai Richter have 
reached agreement with FI 
chief Bernie Ecclestone on a 
project to guarantee the fu¬ 
ture of FI at Nurburgring." 

The deal would see Eccle¬ 
stone taking over promotion 
for the race, covering all the 
race's costs and pocketing 
any revenue. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
The World Cup which Brazil 
will host in 2014 is "under 
control", the head of the coun¬ 
try's organizing panel said 
Wednesday, voicing optimism 
about progress in lagging in¬ 
frastructure projects. 

"I am very optimistic, 
everything is under control 
and I am sure that we will or¬ 
ganize a fantastic World Cup," 
Ricardo Trade, the executive 
director of the Cup's local or¬ 
ganizing committee, said in an 
interview with AFP. 

"We are monitoring the (in¬ 
frastructure) works 24 hours a 
day and I can assure you that 
the stadiums will be ready on 
time," he added at the commit¬ 
tee's headquarters in Rio. 

Since Brazil was picked as 
host of the World Cup in 2006, 
its relations with the Football's 
world governing body FIFA 
have been at times rocky. 

The South American giant 
plans to spend $13.7 billions 
to build or modernize stadi¬ 
ums, airports, road and public 
transport for the mega-event. 

But FIFA has for months 
complained about delays in 
renovation or construction of 
stadiums as well as infrastruc¬ 
ture projects for the first 
World Cup in Brazil since 
1950. 

In addition, costs for tem¬ 
porary installations such as 


space for fans, the media and 
guests were not factored in, 
which will drive up overall 
costs. 

According to an official 
document released in May, 40 
percent of the infrastructure 
projects have not yet begun. 

"Currently, we have other 
priorities. We continue to 
monitor work on the stadiums, 
but the issue is no longer 
whether or not they will be 
completed as scheduled. 

"We are already looking 
into the operational phase, 
how transit around the stadi¬ 
ums will be organized, where 
the officials and the media 
will be housed," Trade said. 

Local press reports said au¬ 
thorities have now decided to 


shelve some projects which 
will not be ready by 2014, in¬ 
cluding a tramway in Brasilia. 

FIFA recently scaled down 
its expectations and conceded 
that there was no need for "an 
entirely new country for the 
World Cup". 

Since May, the Brazilian 
federal government has 
stepped in, by appointing rep¬ 
resentatives on the executive 
committee, "which further 
tightens a long-standing rela¬ 
tionship," Trade said. 

"The government is now 
closer to us, which is funda¬ 
mental to finance most the 
works. This has improved our 
day-to-day relationship," he 
added.
